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and with it one of the last opportunities for 
what may be called satisfactory buying. While 
specially reduced lots will be found in our 
various Departments of perfectly fresh and re- 
liable goods, we would point out that some of 
our goods admit of no reduction whatever. 
This is entirely due to Market conditions, and 
owing to scarcity of raw materials and 
labour many lines will shortly be only obtain- 
able at prohibitive prices to the majority. 
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
